The irony in the United Nations this week 
is the way its success is embarrassing the 


United States and especially New York City. 


On hand are the world’s leading political 


figures or their right-hand men. Every im­ 


portant nation, except Red China, is rep­ 


resented. 
Total membership is inching toward 100 
nations. It is axiomatic that no nation, large 
or small, can afford to be outside the United 
Nations. 
This looks like the beginning of the "parlia­ 
ment of man”—the one place on earth where 
all nations can be equal. In the U.N. General 
Assembly, each government represented has 
one vote. 
There is no limit on debate 
The smallest nation has the same op­ 
portunity to exert influence through the in­ 
telligence and prestige of its spokesmen as 
the largest nation. 
The committee system, which bears the 
responsibility for the thorough investigation 
and study that make U.N. decisions repre­ 
sentative of the best prevailing 
thought, 
gives every government a fair chance to 
exert its influence 
Could it be this aspect of the United Na­ 
tions that is embarrassing the United States 
now that the United Nations has made New 
York City the capital of the world? 


IS THE REALIZATION that mankind is 
on the verge of international decisions by 
majority rule more than Americans are pre­ 
pared to cope with, in view of the fact the 
realization 
dawned 
first 
on 
governments 
aligned with the Communist bloc? 
The U.N. General Assembly is not unlike 
Congress, if all its members were elected 
the way senators are elected—two from each 
state, regardless of the size of the state. 
Its day-to-day operation is like Congress, 
whose decisions are shaped by all the tricks 
of the parliamentary trade—log-rolling, horse- 
trading, threat« , coercion, hope of gain, fear 
of loss, cupidity and misrepresentation mixed 
in with nobility of purpose, , the ultimate sal­ 
vation of mankind, human welfare, equity in 


the eyes of God, man and the 
law 
and 
practicality. 
In the "parliament of man” there would 
be issues lost as well as won. Proponents 
would become opponents and vice versa. 
There would be none of the sharply defined 
black and white issues that nations love .so 
dearly when it is time to stir up the peonle. 
Decisions would be made by compromise. 
No nations would get everything it wanted 
This is still a long way off—so far it is 
hardly worth thinking about. But it came 
a little closer when Americans learned to 
their astonishment that the United Nations 
had been chosen as the meeting place for the 
top personalities of the Soviet bloc. 


FOR THE FIRST TIME, it was evident 
that distintegration of the old colonial em­ 
pires had thrown up for grabs so many half­ 
formed new governments that their votes in 
the United Nations could become a balance 
of power. 
For the first time, it was evident that a 
"parliament of man" might materialize in 
the U.N. complex of buildings and purposes 
and that it might contain a majority hostile 
to the United States, if the Soviet Union 
could arrange that eventuality 
Not quite so evident, but worth thinking 
atoc'.'t, was the possibility the United States 
and its allies might be alert enough to do 
with parliamentary maneuver whal has been 
done ever since the first Parliament met at 
Westminster in 1295. They might outwit their 
adversary. 
Henry Cabot Ledge thought of the possi­ 
bility right away. He saw nothing to be 
afraid of as the Communistdiloc leaders con­ 
verged on Manhattan Island, But he impart­ 
ed none of his courage to local authorities. 
New York City, which once welcomed the 
United Nations as something that would add 
to its prestige, is in its worst tizzy since 
word was passed that Lord Howe and his 
redcoats had landed 
It was a drab background for the "parlia­ 
ment of man,” if that’s what is materializing 
this week in the United Nations. New York 
City did not measure up to the occasion. 


The Missing State Platfo rm Plank 


If the state platforms adopted by the Re­ 
publican and Democratic conventions in Co­ 


lumbus last week seemed routine and unin­ 
spiring 
individually, 
they 
are 
the 
more 
so when viewed side by side in comparison 


with each other. 
Of necessity dictated by their political use. 
the platforms are vague and general on most 
subjects, and in general terms both parties 
advocate about the same things for Ohio. 
They promise to keep their eyes on the prob­ 
lems of education, public welfare, labor, ag­ 
riculture. mental health, highways, natural 
resources and civil rights so they will be in 
positions to meet the problems in responsible 
and statesmanlike ways. 


IN SOME PLANKS, the language used 
was so similar in the two platforms that 
it appeared to have been written by the 
same hand. Indeed, it may have been, since 
both parties lend sympathetic ears to groups 
eager to plug for their goals regardless of 
which set of politicians winds up in control 
of the machinery of state government. 
There were some differences, of course. 
For instance, the Republicans pledged con­ 
tinued reservation of the use of the income 
tax in Ohio for the municipalities, while the 
Democrats passed up this position even 
though it was propounded by their governor 
last year. 
The Republicans, in the same plank, talked 
about local government all over the state, 
while the Democrats appeared to confine their 
interest in local government to measures to 
help the metropolitan areas. 
Where the platforms did get specific, it 
was in the unsurprising realm of pure politi- 


cal mudslinging. The Republicans, currently 
the "outs”, criticized the Di Salle adminis­ 
tration and the Democratic Legislature and 
promised to restore sound reason to state 
government when they recapture the reins. 
The Democrats, currently the "ins,” talked 
about what a fine job they have done after 
those “awful” Republican years and prom­ 
ised to keep on that way. 


YET .SUCH JUDGMENT on the platforms 
Is probably overly harsh The real fault lies 
in the fact that Ohio law required that the 
conventions be held and the platforms writ­ 
ten. 
Perhaps the wisest platform for both par­ 
ties to adopt would have been one with a 
single plank — pledging to change the statute 
which demands that state platform-writing 
conventions be called every two years 
Now that state administrative terms have 
been switched to four-year length, with the 
elections held in the even-numbered years be­ 
tween presidential elections, it would seem 
much more logical to have conventions every 
four years when full state administrative 
pickets will be running. 
In the presidential-clection years, the par­ 
ties’ 
national 
platforms 
naturally 
take 
precedence in scope and interest and the na­ 
tional candidates claim the overriding iHib- 
lic interest. 
On the four-year state convention system, 
the state party organizations would have less 
competition from the national political pic­ 
ture, could devote more attention to state 
candidates and could do a more penetrat­ 
ing job on writing platforms of real signl- 
cance in the important realm of state gov­ 
ernment.

Just the same, this so rt o f thing 
has had a g reat attractio n fo r the 
y o ung teen-ag e mo b in “Sea Hunt.”

The plo t o n the first episo de I

THROUGH ALL THIS ’lere runs 
a real o ld-fashio ned sho wo ff ty pe

tio n to himself. Man, I haven’t 
seen that kind o f mo ck villain since 
“To m Swift and His Mag ic Air 
Rifle.”
